Truman then went on to reveal 
his resentment against persons 
whom he identified only as 
“they.” He said ‘‘they’’ had 
treated him almost like a pari- 
ah and had not shown him prop- 
er consideration. He reportedly 
had not received enough tickets 
and there were other minor irri- 
tations. 

Truman has never liked Stev- 
enson. But Stevenson certainly 
had not neglected Truman. He 
had met him at the train. In- 
deed, there was never a moment 
when Truman was not surround- 
ed with company. 

Just who the mysterious ‘‘they”’ 
were is not yet clear. But what 
goes on, of course, is a struggle 
for control of the party. The 
party leaders of the Roosevelt 
and Truman days are pretty well 
out of things today. Truman is 
fighting to hold on and this was 
one reason for his drama and the 
great buildup to it. If Stevenson 
is nominated it will be a severe 
blow to Truman. 

Privately, the ex- President 
feels the party must have a 
strong civil rights plank to win. 
He is willing to, lose the South, 
r some of it, by putting in such 
a plank. Indeed, one may rather 
safely predict that all the pres- 
ent talk of an acceptable plat- 
form is meaningless.

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Truman Brought 
A Sword, Not Peace 


When former President Harry Truman 
arrived in Chicago for the Democratic 
convention, his public statements gave 
the impression that he came in the role 
of peacemaker. 

But instead of releasing a dove he 
kicked over a bee hive. 

In announcing he preferred Gov. 
Averell Harriman of New York to the 
front-running Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, 
Mr. Truman placed a roadblock before 
the Stevenson steamroller. 

But what is more important, he dam- 
aged chances for party harmony and a 
civil rights plank that would please the 
majority of both the northern and south- 
ern wings. 

The moderate Mr. Stevenson is mod- 
erately acceptable to the South, but by 
no stretch of the imagination can Mr. 
Harriman be called even faintly pleasing. 

The Truman statement strengthened 
Harriman’s slim chances for the nomina- 
tion and was a shot in the arm for the 
advocates of a strongly worded civil 
rights plank endorsing the Supreme 
Court’s school segregation decision. 

Mr, Truman, a poor loser himself, has 
no use for other losers. Mr. Stevenson lost 
in 1952 with the Truman backing. Mr. 
Harriman was denied this backing in that 
year, so perhaps the former president 
thinks that turnabout is fair play. 

In endorsing Mr. Harriman, Mr. Tru- 
man stated his dislike of bandwagons and 
said he preferred a free and open con- 
vention. 

He has tried to give us that. But at 
what price? 

Thanks to Mr. Truman the two fac- 
tions of the party have their knives out 
once more, the odds on victory are longer, 
and the party’s dark horses are notice- 
ably lighter in color.

This Paper Is Proud 
Of the Jekyll Series 


The Glynn County Commission has 
condemned the Atlanta Constitution for 
a series of articles on Jekyll Island and 
the authority which presides over its des- 
tinies. 

The stories were written by Jack Nel- 
son, a fine reporter. They are carefully 
documented articles on the history of the 
park, the financial transactions of the 
authority, and describe present conditions 
on the island. 

Among the politer words used by the 
resolution in describing the series are “in- 
famous” and “destructive.” The commis- 
sion demands a new series “to tell the 
real story of Georgia’s magnificent park.” 

True, Mr. Nelson’s series was short on 
lyric prose concerning the charms of 
moonlight on the murmuring surf, but 
lyricism was not his assignment. If it is 
travel promotion literature the commis- 
sioners want, their Chamber of Com- 
merce should be glad to oblige. 

The series has been endorsed by the 
Brunswick News, an on the spot observer. 
As The News said in part, “The people of 
Georgia in general and those in this area 
in particular owe to The Constitution a 
vote of thanks for its interest in Jekyll 
and for showing to the people of the state 
just how it is being used and has been 
operated by the politicians.” 

The commission may have been trying 
to scratch the back of the administration 
with this resolution. With the governor’s 
control of the budget it is a deplorable 
fact that only demonstrably §friendly 
commissioners get what they want. 

Nevertheless the governor thought 
enough of the articles to halt expenditure 
of state funds on the island during their 
publication. 

It seems to be another case of “them 
lyin’ Atlanta newspapers,’ a tactic to 
which the public has become so accus- 
tomed that the general reaction is only 
to wonder whose ox has been gored.

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The Cavalry Survives, 
But Only Fractionally 


' Time was when the cavalry was the 
most picturesque arm of our military 
services. The great leaders of such units 
attained perhaps more than their share 
of glory. There was dashing Jeb (Beauty) 
Stuart, one of Robert E. Lee’s lieuten- 
ants. His counterpart on the Federal 
side was tough Phil Sheridan. Greatest 
cavalry officer of that war, from point 
of effectiveness, was the Tennessean, 
Nathan Bedford Forrest. He was the first 
to use his troopers as infantrymen. Their 
ability to fight on horseback or foot made 
them a fearful and effective force. 

The cavalry disappeared, almost sud- 
denly, victim of the tank and other 
armored vehicles. The gasoline engine 
triumphed. over the horse. 

Hence, there is more than just a sense

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valry horses, mostly gray, are kept to 
the solemn duty of taking part

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in the funerals of Army officers buried 
in Arlington National Cemetery. Six 
grays pull the ritualistic caisson on 
which the casket rests. 

When a general officer dies, or a for- 
mer cavalryman, a black horse, led by a 
soldier on foot, follows the caisson. From 
the“empty saddle hangs a sabre and the 
officer’s boots are reversed in the stir- 
rups. 

The scene at such a funeral is a mov- 
ing one as the sedate and deliberate 
horses move with majesty and dignity to 
man’s last resting place. Obviously, a 
gasoline engine would not serve. It is 
good to know that this remnant of the 
cavalry remains, and that it serves in a 
soldier’s last journey.

The merits of a joint city-wide bond 
issue will be discussed on Wednesday 
by officials of both governments and a 
committee from the chamber of come- 
merce.

The United States has a new national 
park—its 29th—in the beautiful Virgin 
Islands.

The new park covers most of the is- 
land of St. John, just a short motor 
launch jaunt from populous St. Thomas, 
a thriving and busy center of tourism. 
Of the 9,500 acres of beaches, mountains 
and tropical flora and fauna of the park, 
5,000 is the gift of Laurance Rockefeller. 

St. John is one of the American Vir- 
gin Islands, bought from the Kingdom of 
Denmark.

The passing of 
the slave and sugar economy left it some- 
thing of an economic desert, but the vine- 
covered ruins of the sugar mills and 
plantation houses add the proper romantic 
touch to a park.

Pulse of the Public 


Vidalia Citizen Scores Milk Control Board 
And Asks the Housewives To Force Action 


Vidalia—Indeed, how long will 
it take Georgia housewives to wake 
up? Only they have the power to 
break the strangle-hold of the 
State Milk Control Board. 


By the simple art of stretching 
their dairy milk supply by adding 
powdered milk and water, they 
can give us in Georgia the same 
advantages of a free and competi- 
tive dairy industry as is now en- 
joyed by most American citizens. 

The following is the formula to 
be followed in stretching milk: 

(1) Mix one quart of water with 
the proper amount of dried milk 
solids as directed on the label to 
make one quart of milk. 

(2) Store this thoroughly mixed 
milk in the refrigerator until thor- 
oughly chilled. 

(3) Pour this quart of liquid and 
a quart of ordinary dairy milk into 
a pitcher together. The result will 
be milk. 

I defy anyone to prove that this 
milk tastes different than ordinary 


milk. Certainly no one can show 


~ 


that it does not have nutritional 
advantages over ordinary milk. It 
does not have as many calories. 

My three children all drink and 
enjoy it and grow strong. 

By this process we use milk at 
19 cents a quart. 

If every housewife would use this 
money-saving plan, the dairy in- 
dustry would soon see that the con- 
sumer is still the boss after all. 
Isn't it a pity that we here in Geor- 
gia have to go to so much trouble 
to have milk at the same price 
most people in this country have 
to pay at stores for dairy milk?

Pupil M isconduct Is Traced 
To Lack of Home Discipline 


If you are one of the oldsters who believes that there is more 
juvenile misconduct nowadays, returns of that recent National Edu- 
cation Assn. survey covering 4,270 teachers in 48 states will bolster 
your impression. Two-thirds of the veteran teachers in the survey 
think there has been definite increase in the last 10 or 20 years, in 
impertinence, failure to do assignments, cheating, stealing of a seri- 
ous nature, drinking and sex offenses. 


For this the teachers lay a 


great deal of the blame on short- 
comings of the home and on par- 
ents’ failure to provide proper 
care, supervision, training and 
example for children. The faults, 
the survey report notes, are found 
in homes of the rich as weil as 
the very poor. Parents in upper 
middle income brackets seem to 
do best by their children, as a 
rule. 

The most important factors are 
parental standards, behavior and 
sense of duty. In any home where 
the welfare and training of the 


children comes first, results are 


apt to be good. 
Many of the teacher replies 


mention ‘‘increased availability of 
automobile to teen-agers’’ as con- 


tributing to misconduct. No doubt 


about that, for the auto is a 
means of getting quickly and 
completely out of sight of par- 


ents and neighbors. The parents, 
if anyone, must curb too free use 
of cars by children. 


Overcrowding and other bad 


school conditions complicate the 
discipline problem for teachers, 
the survey indicates. Some pupil 


misbehavior, of course, is the 
fault of a teacher unfitted by tem- 
perament or training to maintain 
discipline, or just indifferent. It 


was always so and this survey 
among teachers— quite under- 
standably — ignores that phase of 
the problem entirely. 

To be fair, however, we must 
not blame the schools much for 
not ‘‘making the youngsters be- 
have.”’ By all signs, teachers are 
better prepared nowadays to do 
that and, with few exceptions, 
try as hard as ever. Schools can 
maintain only as good discipline 
as parents impose and as parents 
want the schools to impose. 

Like it or not, we have to admit 
that the question of pupil miscon- 
duct comes home—quite directly 
and literally, ~

Among educators discussing the 
subject individually, the consensus 
was that running the colleges 
around the calendar would be 
easier than with the grade and 
high schools. 

A college administrator said of- 
fering a full course four quarters 
a year would increase the capaci- 
ty of the school by 20 per cent. 

With colleges hanging out ‘‘No 
Vacancy” signs this fall, the 
year-around ‘‘open door” plan be- 
comes hizhly attractive. 

The other issue in the Peters- 
GEA dehate was the state board’s 
recent watering down of teacher 
licensing requirements. The school 
folks feel, and I think rightly, you 
do not enhance the prestige of the 
profession by lowering the bars. 

In this changing world teachers 
do need refresher courses, even 
in subject matter.

More than 100 years ago, while Atlanta was but 
a small country town, the people of this area es- 
tablished a camp meeting and called it Mt. Gilead. 
They built a big meeting place which they called the “arbor.” Actually 
it is only a roof with the sides left off to let the cool summer breezes 
blow through. Around the arbor they built ‘‘tents,’’ which were small 
wooden houses in which an incredible number of people could sleep 


and live during the camp meeting. 


From home they would bring 
large stores of food and most fam- 
ilies would bring the cow along 
to provide fresh milk. There for a 
week they would have great re- 
ligious meetings and between 
meetings would enjoy fellowship. 
Camp meeting time was the high 
point of the year for those who 
went. 

Today the camp meeting is sub- 
stantially the same. True, there 
have been some changes made 
such as electric lights instead of 
the kerosene lamps and lanterns, 
a modern water system instead of 
the old spring, automobiles in- 
stead of ox carts and mule drawn 
wagons. Also the preaching is 
probably not as loud as it was in 
those early days but the old camp 
meeting is still there.

Adlai Free To Run 


His Own Show Now 


CHICAGO—The Stevenson managers, 


con- 


centrating on the Democratic maneuvers of the 
| ss next four days, are disappointed and a little 
resentful about Harry Truman’s endorsement of Gov. Harriman, but 
Stevenson himself is taking a different, more hopeful attitude. 


He has gone through one presi- 
dential campaign with Truman. 
He knows Truman’s popularity in 
the Democratic Party has risen 
since 1952 and that the open move 
against him will hurt with many 
organization Democrats. But Ste- 
venson is at last operating not as 
‘Truman's man’’ but on his own, 
free of any obligations. 

This is Stevenson’s consola- 
tion. Like his managers, he is 
concerned about the new element 
of uncertainty caused by ‘Tru- 
man’s move, but he is still con- 
fident of victory. 

Truman may well have hurt his 
party more than he _ intended. 
This convention is the nation’s 


first serious look at the Demo- 


crats since November 1952, and 
what it sees is not a new and 
emerging party of young men but 
the same figure of Truman. 

Truman has at least drama- 
tized the truth: that while he ad- 
mires Stevenson’s eloquence and 
character he does not agree with 
his moderate political philosophy 
or political tactics. 

This actually was made clear 
long before the Democrats gath- 
ered in Chicago. In his memoirs 
Truman clearly expressed his 
personal criticism of Stevenson’s 
attitude and tactics in the 1952 
campaign. 

Truman listed in that book five 
‘‘mistakes’’ which he said Ste- 
venson made. 

Truman was particularly per- 
sonal in his criticism of Stevenson 
for the latter’s defense against the 
Republican charges of communism 
and corruption in Washington and 
for Stevenson’s hésitancy about in- 
viting Truman to take part in the 
campaign. 

“When it seemed to me almost 


too late,’’ Truman _ observed, 


“Stevenson asked me to get into 
the campaign, which I did as soon 
as I could ,and I gave it all I 
a 

“Unfortunately, Stevenson, in an 
interview in Oregon, quoted a re- 
porter’'s phrase in answering a 
question and said we would ‘clean 
up this mess in Washington.’ I 
wondered if he had been taken in 
by the Republican fraudulent 
build-up of fly-specks on our 
Washington windows into a big blot 
0 EE? 

“By this inadvertence in Oregon, 
Stevenson provided the Republican 
opposition with the audacity to go 
ahead with the two phony issues of 
the Eisenhower campaign—corrup- 
tion and Korea.’”’ 

Truman concluded from all this 
that if Stevenson had agreed to 
run earlier and had run the cam- 
paign the way he wanted him to, 
he (Stevenson) might have picked 
up an addiilional ‘three million 
votes.’’ Actually, Stevenson lost by 
7,000,000. 

Throughout the campaign Steven- 
son. knew about these Truman 
criticisms. He didn’t need to wait 
for Truman’s memoirs. Actually, 
he was trying to disassociate him- 
self from Truman in the early part 
of that campaign, and while he 
admitted nothing he really did not 
approve of everything that was 
going on under Truman. 

There were many private fights 
about these things at the time, and 
Stevenson was unhappy about it. 
He respected his obligation to Tru- 
man but wanted to run his cam- 
paign and plan his administration 
as he saw fit. 

Now that Truman has repudiated 
him he is free at last to proceed 
as he likes.

“TRIAL AND ERROR” 

Truman had said the day be- 
fore that he had decided to en- 
dorse Harriman because crises in 
world affairs necessitated elec- 
tion to the presidency of a man 
able to assume office immedi- 
ately ‘‘without risking a period 
of costly trial and error.’’

STEVENSON’S EXPERIENCE 


In answer to a reporter’s ques- 
tion, Mrs. Roosevelt said that 
Stevenson’s experience in han- 
dling both domestic and foreign 
affairs was greater now than 
Truman’s had been when he be- 
came president. 

When Truman was vice presi- 
dent, she said, ‘“‘we had not 
quite realized the importance of 
giving a vice president every 
opportunity to be as closely con- 
sulted about every move of policy 
as we now feel.”’ 

In answer to another question, 
Mrs. Roosevelt defended Steven- 
son against critics who call him 
a ‘‘moderate.”’ 

The word moderate does not 
mean ‘“‘stand still,”” she asserted. 
It means going ahead one step 
at a time, she said, in accordance 
with the realties, and the priority 
of importance. 


NORTH'S PROBLEM 


‘‘We in the North,’’ she added, 
‘have a step to take before we 
can comply with the Supreme 
Court order of desegration in the 
schools. . . .

Estes Kefauver of Tennessee told 
a closed meeting of political 
backers from 36 states today that 
he would accept the Democratic 
vice presidential nomination— 
but is “‘not an active candidate”’ 
for it. 

His statement put new heart 
into the drive of supporters who 
have been pushing the Senator 
for second place on the 1956 
ticket since he withdrew from 
the presidential race in favor of 
Adlai E. Stevenson 12 days ago. 

But it merely confirmed what 
Democratic leaders had assumed 
from the start—that Kefauver 
was available for the vice presi- 
dential nomination and hoped it 
would be with Stevenson. 

Kefauver’s statement did not 
shake the general impression that 
the front-runner for vice president 
still was Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
of Minnesota—especially if first 
Place goes to Stevenson. 

The vice presidential picture 
was jarred somewhat by former 
President Harry S. Truman’s en- 
dorsement of Gov. Averell Harri- 
man for president, and politicos 
were frankly waiting to see how 
reaction to this settled down. 
There was some speculation that 
the Truman announcement may 
have pushed Kefauver closer to 
being an ‘“‘active’’ candidate for 
vice president.

B. W. Gabrielsen, an associate 
professor of education at the uni- 
versity, made the study as a doc- 
toral candidate at New York Uni- 
versity's Center for Safety Edu- 
cation. 

Gabrielsen said 16.8 per cent 
of last year’s drownings involved 
children under 5 who were left un- 
attended for a few moments by 
their parents. 

The number of men who died in 
the water was six times greater 
than the number of women vic- 
‘ tims, Gabrielsen said in his thesis.

1886 Suicide in Dead Sea Scroll 
Mystery Probed by U.S. Scholar

LONDON, Aug. 12—The case of 

a man who committed suicide 70 
years ago because of disbelief 
that he had discovered a Dead 
Sea scroll has been reopened at 
the British Museum by an Ameri- 
can scholar. 

The investigator is Prof. Men- 
ahem Mansoor, chairman of the 
department of Hebrew and 
Semitic studies at the University 
of Wisconsin. For the last five 
weeks he has been touring Jerusa- 


British universities, collecting 
tape-recorded opinions about the 
significance of all the Dead Sea 
scrolls. 


‘COULDN’T SLEEP’ 


Mansoor said that when he first 
heard by chance that something 
remarkably like a Dead Sea 
scroll had been discovered more 
than 70 years ago and might still 
be in the vaults of the British 
Museum, he ‘“‘could not sleep.’’ 


The story he has partly un- 


the last speech of Moses in the 
plains of Moab.’”’ Two scholars 
refused to believe him. 


Shapira brought the manu- 
script to London in 1883 where 
he was acclaimed as the dis- 
coverer of a text written in 
archaic Hebrew of the period of 
King Josiah, about the 7th Cen- 
tury B.C. The fragment was of- 
fered to the British Museum for 
$1,000,000 pounds. 


FUNERAL SPICES 


Experts were aksed to examine 
the strips, which were blackened 
with age and described as ‘“‘im- 
pregnated with a faint odor as of 
funeral spices.’’ Among them was 
the great Clermont-Ganneau, 
dean of Palestinian archaelogists, 
who was asked to go to London 
by the French Ministry of Public 
Instruction.

But by that time he had been 
branded as the “greatest forger 
of the era.” Shapira, humiliated 
and distraught, committed sui- 
cide in Rotterdam a few months 
later. 

Mansoor was impressed by the 
parallels between the Shapira 
scroll discovered about 1878 and 
the recent discovery of Dead Sea 
scrolls in other caves on the 
opposite shores of the sea by a 
Bedouin shepherd boy in 1947. 
The professor spent four weeks 
in the British Museum manu- 
script room studying the Shapira 
dossier, No. 41294. 

Although he could not find the 
scroll itself, he said it was evi- 
dently in the possession of the 
museum at one time. The authori- 
ties there “‘believed’’ it had been 
returned to its owner. There is 
no evidence of this fact in the 


dossier. On the contrary, Man-|;- 


soor. found there were “clear 
statements” to the effect the 


manuscript was in the possession 


of the museum.

followed him through before the 
rope was put back across the 
highway. 

Police got traffic moving again 
after the Stumbo brothers ré- 
moved their barricade and went 
on their way. Reports from the 
scene said most motorists took 
the delay in good humor, and 
some stayed to talk with the 
Stumbos about their problem. 


Their attorney, Jim McGood- 
win, Medford, Ore., said the 
Stumbos are rightful owners of 
the 1614-foot strip which happens 
to cross the highway.

One more week of the Theatre Under-the-Stars—and I don’t 
mind saying it saddens me to see the season end. 

Earlier in the year a lady was lecturing to a group of news- 
papér friends on their duty as regards the Municipal Theater. 


**You ought to get people out to that park every night!’’ she 
said earnestly. ‘‘Every single soul who sits at home and swelters 
in boredom ought to be out there. You ought to go into every 
crowded, noisy home in Atlanta, every small apartment, every 
rooming house and tell people how wonderful it is—the music and 
laughter and the drama under the stars.’’ 

Well, she made a pretty eloquent pitch and we all believed 
her and we've tried all summer with pictures and stories, with 
interviews and reviews, to tell the people of Atlanta what they 
were missing. 


And thousands of people have been missing it in spite of all 
that’s been said and all that the entertainers at the park have 
done. I don’t know how the season will end, but I do know that 
up to this week the producers say they haven't broken even. 
Every time that happens I get a sinking feeling that the Theater 
Under-the-Stars may not be opened again next year. 

And that would be a terrible thing for Atlanta because it is de- 
lightful entertainment. We have good performances. (Oh, I know 
we have had middling ones, too. I hated ‘‘Naughty Marietta’’!) But 
by and large it is one of the most attractive things in our town 
in the summertime.
